Tilley Farmer Shot to Death’ | 


Attempting Lives of Family 


Second Major Tragedy Strikes Small 
Town East of Brooks Within Short 
Time — Family Troubles Lead to 
Killing Farmer 


(By a Staff Reporter) 

Tilley, the rapidly growing town 14 
miles east of Brooks, was shotkéd by 
the shooting and killing of one of the 
farmers of that district last Sunday. 
The tragedy came just two months 
after the accidental death of Verne 
Skanderup, young Tilley lad who was 
dragged to death by a horse. 

Johon Takach, farmer, ran amok 
Sunday in search of his wife and six 
children. He had threatened to kill 
his family, according to his wife. 
Fearing for the safety of her chil- 
dren, she took them to the farm 
home of a neighbor, Soren Peterson. 
There they were hidden in the base- 
mnt in anticipation of a search for 
them. 

Peterson left to notify police at 
Tilley, warning John Neilson, a vis- 
itor at his home, to load a shotgun 
in case Takach proved unruly when 
he arrived. The hired farm hand set 
about his chores, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Neilson remained in the house while 
Mrs. Takach and children stayed in 
the basement. 

Takach arrived shortly after- 
wards, demanding his family. He 
carried an axe in one hand and an 
immense butcher knife in the 
other. Neilson told him that the 
family was not there and that he 
would be well advised to leave the 
place. Takach refused to believe 
the statement and proceeded to 
hack at the outside cellar door 
with his axe. 

Neilson warned him and then 
fired one barrel of the shotgun at 
the intruder’s feet, hitting one of 
his legs. Takach refrained from 
attacking the cellar door but turn- 
ed his attention to the main door 
of the house. Before he could 
make his way into the dwelling 
where his wife was, Neilson shot 
the farmer in the back, killing 
him. 

Const. A. Batts of Brooks and 
Sgt. C. H. Clarke of Bassano, both 
of the R.C.M.P., investigated the 
case and Coroner Dr. C. B. An- 
derson was notified. A coroner's 
jury was impanelled and their ver- 
dict will be given Friday after- 
noon. 

John Neilson was released pend- 
ing the jury's verdict on bail of 
$2,000.

Address Board 


Wm. Schwartz, L. H. Jelliff Speak on 
Proposed Canning,, Cheese Plants 
—Stress Importance Vegetable 
growing—Market for Cannéd Goods 
In Alberta — Essential to Develop 
Major Product in €E.1.D. or Will 
Not Survive by Wheat Q@rowing— 
Good Turnout of Members 


William Schwartz, director of the 
National Food Products Ltd. spoke 
vigorously on the proposals of his 
company for installing a canning 
plant and cheese factory in the B.1.D. 
at the board of trade's regular meet- 
ing on Wednesday, November 20. 
Farming is not being done by nat- 
ural methods in the district, Mr. 
Schwartz affirmed, as the costs to 
the farmer are-extra for water; it 
hag been proven that wheat farming 
is not advisable, and that diversified 
methods are essential for the success 
of any irrigation district. 

The principle product is not mar- 
keted at present, said the speaker, 
because of the perishable nature of 
it and processing cost. Yet by in- 
stalling “i ‘fattory for cannitig vege- 
tables, in the second year of opera- 
tion, 6,000 acres can be served by a 
small investment, small capital and 
small chances. The plan offered by 
the N.F.P. was a solution and a fea- 
sible proposal to ald the farmers on 
the irrigation district. European im- 
migrants who had settled in the Til- 
ley area seven years ago are, as a 
whole, nearly out of debt; yet in an- 
other ten years if no efforts are made 
towards diversified farming they will 
be as badly in debt as those who have 
been in the district for twenty and 
thirty years. 


Mr. Schwartz outlined briefly the 
statutory information as compiled by 
the National Food Products, stating 
that 100,000 shares have been issued 
at $1 par value; one-third will be 
sold to the public, one-third to the 
merchants of Alberta and one-third 
to the producers of the district. Each 
class will have equal representation 
on the director board. The project 
has been based on the setup of the 
Central Dairy Pool, and the Quebec 
Co-operative Federation. The loca- 
tion of the central plant has not been 
decided upon as yet, but the speaker 
stated that it would be at a point in 
the centre of the irrigation block. 


L. H. Jelliff, farmer at Raley, Al-. 
berta, and a director of the N.F.P., 
also spoke on the distinct advantages 
of such an industry as applied to 
this irrigation district. Mr. Jelliff, 
who has been an Alberta resident for 
35 years and M.P. for Lethbridge, 
gave a comprehensive lineup of pre- 
sent conditions, with the solution of 
the irrigation farmer's problem being 
the establishment of a project where- 
by vegetables, cheese and milk pro- 
ducts could be grown to a direct ad- 
vantage. 

The board's regular business con- 
gSted of a report on the dance held 
last month, a profit of $4.95 being 
realized; the floor committee report- 
ed the dance floor in the rink bulld- 
ing has been removed and’ stored. 
The board offered its support to the 
continuation of the Boy Scout move- 
ment which has recently been re- 
organized under William McLaws.

By means of an artificial heart the 
udder of a dead cow has been made 
to give milk, Dr. W. E. Petersen, 
University of Minnesota scientist,

Indications of grasshopper infesta- 
tion for 1936 are much lighter than 
for many years, Dr. R. D. Bird of 
the Dominion entomological labora- 
tory, Brandon, Man., told the Mani- 
toba grasshopper control committee 
in Winnipeg.

Prominent Writer Dies 


Frank Yeigh Was Authority On 


Canadian Affairs 


Widely known as a lecturer, writer 
and authority on Canadian affairs, 
Frank Yeigh, 75, died in Toronto 
after a brief illness. 

He was born in Burford, Ont., and 
was educated at the public school 
there. After a period of secretarial 
and publishing training in Chicago 
he came here in the late 70's and be- 
came secretary to Hon. A. 8. Hardy, 
first provincial secretary and later 
Ontario premier. 

Later he became editor of the 
weekly newspaper, Canadian Ad- 
vance. He married Kate Westlake, 
author of “A Specimen Spinster,’’ in 
1892. She died in 1906. 

In 1908 he married Annie Louise 
Laird, daughter of Rev. Robert Laird, 
of Kingston.

Prediction by Dr. Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell shortly after the Wright 
brothers made their memorable first 
heavier-than-air machine flight at 
Kitty Hawk, North Carolina, that a 
regular aeroplane service across the 
Atlantic would be operated during 
the present generation appears to be 
nearing realization. 

And a more important part of the 
prophecy, as far as Cape Breton is 
concerned, is that plans for the ocean 
service may call for a landing field 
at Sydney. 

It is believed that Sydney is great- 
ly favored as the terminus on the At- 
lantic seaboard. 

Word from Montreal is to the effect 
that work is be'ng rushed across 
Canada for completion of the trans- 
continental airway so that European 
passengers and mail would be 
than three and a half days away from 
the St. Lawrence city next year and 
less than five days from Vancouver. 

Single unemployed men are con- 
structing 114 landing fields across the 
Dominion at approximately 25-mile 
distances as part of a gigantic un- 
employment relief program. Most of 
these fields are nearly completed 
now. 

Should the transatlantic service be 
developed, it is believed Montreal 
would be the main eastern terminal, 
with aeroplanes connecting there for 
the western routes. Maritime stops 
would probably be at Halifax, Fred- 
ericton, Moncton and Saint John. 

The Canadian airway will go from 
Montreal to Elmsdale by way of Ot- 
tawa.

Storing Farm Machinery 
Necessary To Protect Machinery 
From Ravages Of The Weather 

Proper care should be exercised at 
all times to protect the large invest- 
ment in farm machinery from rapid 
deterioration. Heat, moisture, wind, 
frost and direct sunlight are the most 
destructive elements encountered by 
farm equipment. 

Storage means protection against 
these deteriorating effects during the 
inactive life of the machines and has 
been found by the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station at Swift Current, to 
be the greatest single factor in pro- 
longing the life of farm machinery. 

The most active period of deterior- 
ation is during the season of machine 
use. It is important, however, to pro- 
.tect machinery the year around from 
the effects of weather. Generous use 
of paint on all wood and metal parts, 
wherever the original has worn thin, 
and the removal to a dry shed of all 
slats, canvasses, Knives, plough- 
shares, cultivator teeth, etc., immedi- 
ately the machine is out of use, will 
help prolong the useful life of the 
implement. 

Pack all bearings with the correct 
grade of lubricant. Cover all ex- 
posed metal parts worn bright from 
use with old crankcase or transmis- 
sion oil before putting the machine 
aside even for a few days. This will 
keep out all dirt and moisture from 
the bearings and off the wearing sur- 
faces, thus preventing excessive wear 
due to rust.

| Wild Barley 

Skunk-tail grass, or wild barley, is 
a native perennial occurring from 
Lake Superior westward, particularly 
in alkaline soil where better grasses 
cannot thrive.

Illusions Shattered 
Eskimos Live In Stone Homes And 
Prefer Greens To Blubber 

Four French scientists on an ex- 
pedition in Greenland have shattered 
two more illusions about Eskmos. 
They declare that the Eskimo prefers 
broccoli to blubber, and does not live 
in a snow hut. They also found that 
the average Eskimo, reputed to be 


a man of few words, has a larger 
vocabulary than the average busi- 
ness man and that he laughs more in 
a month than ordinary people do in 
a year. Most of the Eskimos, they 
found, live in homes constructed of 
stone, bone, and even imported wood, 
and then cover them over with turf. 
The scientists estimate that of the 
14,000 Eskimos in Greenland, only a 
few hundred have ever seen snow 
huts, and still fewer have ever lived 
in them. Although blubber is. still 
the mainstay of a polar diet, Eski- 
mos in summer cultivate greens, in- 
cluding broccoli, of which they are 
very fond.
